| knitted my first sweater when | was 9 years old. | found an old pattern 
for a Fana sweater and used leftover yarns from my mother’s many knit- 
ting projects. It was a very colorful sweater and you can imagine how 
proud | was to have created my own garment. | left the finishing to my 
mother—and that’s how | continued for many years, before | dared doing 
it myself. When | began knitting garments in the round, finishing was so 
much easier. With circular knitting and raglan shaping you only have to 
seam the underarms. 


There is hardly a day when | don’t knit, and | like it that way. Even before 
finishing one project, I’m already planning the next. Knitting offers end- 
less possibilities. It is exciting to arrange the colors and make new varia- 
tions of the models. Just by changing the colors, the ribbing, or the neck, 
you can make your own favorite garment starting from a basic pattern. 
Some people like sweaters with a high neckline or turtleneck, others pre- 
fer a short neck; some like long garments and others like short ones. 


Before you begin knitting, it’s a good idea to choose the colors for your 
garment. Sometimes you like the colors but not the design or maybe you 
like the design but not the colors. These are easy problems to solve and 
that is exactly what | want to show you how to do in this book. 


| want this book to inspire you with ideas instead of being just a pattern 
book. 


Play with colors—be creative and knit your own favorite garments.

Alafoss Lopi: 100% wool, 100 g (3.5 oz) approx. 109 yd / 100 m was used. 


If you are unable to obtain any of the yarn used in this book, it can be replaced 
with a yarn of a similar weight and composition. Please note, however, the fin- 
ished projects may vary slightly from those shown, depending on the yarn used. 


For more information on selecting or substituting yarn contact your local yarn 
shop or an online store, they are familiar with all types of yarns and would be 
happy to help you.

Yarns come and 
go so quickly and there are so many beautiful yarns available. 
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HISTORY OF ICELANDIC WOOL 


I've knitted all the models in this book with Icelandic wool (Alafoss Lopi) but 
you can certainly substitute another similar wool yarn. Each pattern lists the 
gauge and amount of yarn. 


Vikings arrived in Iceland in AD 874 and brought two kinds of domesticated 
animals with them. Icelandic horses and Icelandic sheep are both unique 
examples of their breeds. Over the course of time, they have had as much 
significance for the history of our country as the people who settled it. From 
the very beginning, Icelanders have had a hard fight for existence against 
merciless natural forces. Horses were important for transportation and work 
while sheep were the key to survival for the entire country. Sheep meat has 
been an important source of sustenance for generations of Icelanders and 
wool gave protection against the harsh Icelandic climate. 


Medieval saga writers were inspired by heroic deeds and elegant writing but 
they also discussed daily life and work on farms, such as sheep shearing, 
carding, spinning, and knitting, which are very old traditions that have 
changed very little over the years. 


As a sheep breed, Icelandic sheep are very special. The purity of the breed 
has been preserved through centuries of isolation and, due to this isolation, 
the wool is also very special. It is one of the warmest wools in the world. 


Over the course of 1,100 winters, the fleeces of Icelandic sheep have proven 
durable against the hard subarctic climate of the island. The fleece has two 
types of fiber: the long and smooth outer coat of hair, which is strong and 
water resistant; and the soft, fine mohair-like inner coat, which very effec- 
tively insulates against the cold. 


In a time of increasing interest in the environment, it is important to empha- 
size that Icelandic wool products are environmentally friendly, developed as 
they have been in the centuries-long interaction between humans and 
nature. Only natural energy sources such as water power and geothermal 
heat are used to process the wool. The sheep that the wool comes from 
spend most of their lives on the mountains in undisturbed nature. Only the 
finest wool becomes yarn. The raw wool is purchased from farmers and then 
sorted by wool experts and sent on for washing at local processors through- 
out the island. 


The wool is cleaned with the smallest possible amount of washing soap and 
chemical treatment. As much as possible, the natural oils are retained in the 
wool fibers so that the wool maintains the warmth, lightness, and water- 
repellent qualities that nature has endowed it with. Then, and only then, the 
finest quality wool is selected for spinning into beautiful yarn that can be 
further processed into a broad spectrum of knitted products.

Three-needle bind-off to knit

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Techniques 


Increasing and decreasing stitches 

To increase one stitch (M1), insert the needle under the strand between 
2 stitches, twist it as you place it on the left needle, and knit into it 
(through back loop). 


To decrease 1 stitch, knit 2 stitches together (k2tog). Insert the right nee- 
dle knitwise into the 2nd st from the end of the left needle and then into 
the first st; bring yarn around the needle and through the two stitches to 
knit them together; slip sts from the needle. 


Needles 

Circular U.S. size 7 / 4.5 mm (24-32 in / 60-80 cm) for the ribbing. 
Circular U.S. size 10 / 6 mm (24-32 in / 60-80 cm) for the body. 
Circular U.S. size 10 / 6 mm (16 in / 40 cm) for the sleeves and smaller 
garments such as hats, bags, and slippers, etc. 

Double-pointed needles (dpn) U.S. size 7 / 4.5 mm for ribbing on the 
sleeves. 

Double-pointed needles U.S. size 10 / 6 mm for the sleeves (when the 
stitch count is too small to fit around a circular needle) and for finishing 
smaller garments. 


You need at least 40 stitches for working around on a 16 in / 40 cm long 
circular needle. 


Ribbing can also be worked on a circular U.S. size 7 / 4.5 mm (24-32 in / 
60-80 cm) by working back and forth and then seaming afterwards.

Sizes: 5 (7, 9, 10, 12) years 
Chest: 30% (3234, 3434, 36%, 38%) in / 78 (83, 88, 92, 97) cm 
Length from neck at center front: 

16% (18%, 1934, 21%, 2234) in / 42 (46, 50, 54, 58) cm 
Sleeve length: 934 (11%, 13, 1334, 15) in / 25 (29, 33, 35, 38) cm 


Gauge: 13 sts and 18 rnds on needles U.S. size 10 / 
6mm = 4x 4in/ 10x 10cm 
Yarn: CYCA #5, 100 g = 109 yd / 100 m 


Body 

With your choice of yarn color and smaller size circular, CO 92 (96, 102, 
108, 112) sts; join, being careful not to twist cast-on row. Work around in 
k1, p1 rib for 2 (2, 2, 2, 2%) in / 5 (5, 5, 5, 6) cm or desired length (see 
pages 14, 15, and 24). On the next rnd, inc 10 (12, 12, 12, 14) sts evenly 
spaced around = 102 (108, 114, 120, 126) sts total. Change to larger size 
circular and work in desired pattern. Continue in stockinette until piece 
measures 93%4 (11, 1134, 13, 14%) in / 25 (28, 30, 33, 36) cm but do not 
knit the last 4 (4, 5, 4, 4) sts on the last rnd. Do not cut yarn. 


Sleeves 

With your choice of yarn color and smaller size dpn, CO 24 (24, 26, 26, 
28) sts; join, being careful not to twist cast-on row. Work k1, p1 rib as for 
bottom of sweater body and then increase 12 (12, 10, 10, 14) sts evenly 
spaced around on the last round for a total of 36 (36, 36, 36, 42) sts. 
Change to larger size circular and continue around in stockinette. Work in 
a pattern if you like. At the same time, increase 1 st at the beg and 1 st 
at the end of every 6th rnd 4 (5, 6, 7, 5) times = a total of 44 (46, 48, 50, 
52) sts. Continue without further shaping until sleeve is 9% (11%, 13, 
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1334, 15) in / 25 (29, 33, 35, 38) 
cm long. 

Place the last 5 (4, 5, 5, 4) and the 
first 4 (4, 4, 4, 4) sts on a holder. 
Make the other sleeve the same 
Way. 


Yoke 

Join the sleeves and body as fol- 
lows: Place the last 4 (4, 5, 4, 4) 
and the first 4 (4, 4, 4, 4) sts of the 
round on the body onto waste yarn 
or a stitch holder. With the larger 
size circular and your choice of yarn 
color, k35 (38, 39, 41, 44) sts of 
sleeve #1, k43 (45, 47, 51, 55) sts 
of the front; place the next 8 (8, 9, 
8, 8) sts on a holder; 35 (38, 39, 41, 
44) sts of sleeve #2, k43 (47, 49, 
53, 55) sts of the back = a total of 
156 (168, 174, 186, 198) sts. 


Choose your color pattern and 
shape the yoke as shown on the 
chart (change to dpn when the sts 
no longer fit around the circular). 
After completing charted rows, 52 
(56, 58, 62, 66) sts remain. 


Neckband 

With smaller size dpn, knit 1 rnd in 
desired color and, at the same 
time, decrease 2 (6, 8, 10, 14) sts 
evenly spaced around = a total of 
50 (50, 50, 52, 52) sts remain. 
Work around in k1, p1 rib for 
23¥4-3% in / 7-8 cm and then bind 
off loosely. For other neckband 
options, see pages 14, 15, and 17. 


Finishing 

Weave in all ends neatly on WS. 
Seam the underarms with 
Kitchener stitch or three-needle 
bind-off (see page 8). 


Fold down the doubled neckband 
to the WS and loosely sew the 
edge along neckline. 


Basic Pattern for Adult Sweaters 


Sizes: XS (S, M, L, XL) 
Chest: A0Vs (4134, 4334, 45¥%4, 47%) in / 102 (106, 111, 115, 120) cm 
Length from neck at center front: 

24¥2 (25%, 26%, 272, 28%) in / 62 (65, 68, 70, 72) cm 
Sleeve length, men’s: 

18% (19, 19, 1934, 1934) in / 46 (48, 48, 50, 50) cm 
Sleeve length, women’s: 

16¥%s (17, 17, 1734, 1734) in / 41 (43, 43, 45, 45) cm 


Gauge: 13 sts and 18 rnds on larger needles = 4 x 4 in / 10 x 10 cm 
Yarn: CYCA #5, 100 g = 109 yd / 100 m 
Body 


With your choice of yarn color and smaller size circular, CO 118 (124, 130, 
136, 140) sts; join, being careful not to twist cast-on row. Work around in 
k1, p1 rib for 2% (2%, 2%, 2%, 234) in / 6 (6, 6, 7, 7) cm or desired 
length (see pages 14, 15, and 24). On the next rnd, inc 14 (14, 14, 14, 16) 
sts evenly spaced around = 132 (138, 144, 150, 156) sts total. Change to 
larger size circular and work in desired pattern. Continue in stockinette 
until piece measures 15 (1534, 16%, 17, 17% in / 38 (40, 42, 43, 44) cm 
but do not knit the last 5 (5, 6, 5, 6) sts on the last rnd. Do not cut yarn. 


Sleeves 

With your choice of yarn color and smaller size dpn, CO 28 (30, 30, 32, 
32) sts; join, being careful not to twist cast-on row. Work k1, p1 rib as for 
bottom of sweater body and then increase 14 (12, 12, 16, 16) sts evenly 
spaced around on the last round for a total of 42 (42, 42, 48, 48) sts. 
Change to larger size dpn or circular and continue around in stockinette. 
Work in a pattern if you like. At the same time, increase 1 st at the beg 
and 1 st at the end of every 7th rnd 6 (7, 8, 7, 8) times for women’s sizes 
and on every 8th rnd 6 (7, 8, 7, 8) times for men’s sizes = a total of 54 
(56, 58, 62, 64) sts. Continue without further shaping until sleeve is 16% 
(17, 17, 1734, 1774) in / 41 (43, 43, 45, 45) cm long for women’s sizes and 
18V% (19, 19, 1934, 1934) in / 46 (48, 48, 50, 50) cm for men’s sizes. 

Place the last 5 (5, 6, 5, 6) and the first 4 (5, 5, 5, 5) sts on a holder. 
Make the other sleeve the same way. 


Yoke 

Join the sleeves and body as follows: Place the last 5 (5, 6, 5, 6) and the 
first 4 (5, 5, 5, 5) sts of the round on the body onto waste yarn or a stitch 
holder. With the larger size circular and your choice of yarn color, k45 (46, 
47, 52, 53) sts of sleeve #1, k57 (59, 61, 65, 67) sts of the front; place the 
next 9 (10, 11, 10, 11) sts on a holder; k45 (46, 47, 52, 53) sts of sleeve 
#2, k57 (59, 61, 65, 67) sts of the back = a total of 204 (210, 216, 234, 
240) sts.

Choose your color pattern and 
shape the yoke as shown on the 
chart (change to dpn when the sts 
no longer fit around the circular).

(70, 72, 78, 80) sts remain. 


Neckband 

With smaller size short circular or 
dpn, knit 1 rnd in desired color 
and, at the same time, decrease 14 
(16, 16, 20, 20) sts evenly spaced 
around = a total of 54 (54, 56, 58, 
60) sts remain. Work around in k1, 
p1 rib for 234-3% in / 7-8 cm and 
then bind off loosely. For other 
neckband options, see pages 14, 
15, and 17. 


Finishing 

Weave in all ends neatly on WS. 
Seam the underarms with 
Kitchener stitch or three-needle 
bind-off (see page 8). 


Fold down the doubled neckband 
to the WS and loosely sew the 
edge along neckline. 


Sweaters with Ribbed Edgings 


There are many options for ribbed edgings. 

The most common ribbing is k1, p1. 

Photos 1 and 2 show ribbing with a twisted knit. 

K1, k1tbl (this stitch will be twisted because you bring the yarn through 
the back leg of the stitch instead of through the front). 


Photo 3 shows k2, p2 rib (make sure you cast on a multiple of 4 sts for 
this ribbing).

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Sweaters with Picot Edgings 


Cast on the desired number of stitches with U.S. size 10 / 6 mm needles 


and join for working in the round. Work 5 rnds in stockinette. On the 


next rnd, “yo, k2tog (as when making a buttonhole); rep from “ around. 
For an odd number of sts, beg with k1 before working * to “. On the next 


rnd, knit all the sts, including the yarnovers. Work 5 rnds in stockinette. 


Now continue with a single color or in a color pattern. To finish the picot 


edge, fold at the eyelet rnd and sew the cast-on edge to the inside of 
the sweater.

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Hooded Sweaters 


1 Follow your chosen pattern up to the neck. When you have the correct 
number of sts remaining on the needle (that is, after the final decreases), 
work 2-4 rnds in k1, p1 rib. Knit 1 rnd, increasing 10 sts evenly spaced 
around. Cut yarn. Attach yarn at center front and work back and forth in 
stockinette (knit on RS and purl on WS) until the hood is desired length. 


2 Divide the stitches evenly over 2 needles. Hold the needles parallel to 
each other and k2tog (joining 1 st from each needle) and bind off at the 
same time (= three-needle bind-off, see page 8). 


3 You can crochet an edging around the hood opening or you can pick up 
and knit sts and work a rib, garter stitch, or lace edging (see pages 14, 
15, and 24 for these options). 


4 Knitted-on edge 

Begin at the lower edge on the right side of the hood. Pick up and knit 2 
sts for every 3 rows all the way around to the left side of the hood. 
Basic patterns—pages 11 and 13.

1 Begin after the last decrease row of the chart (the 1st part of the 
pattern to the neck). Cut yarn. Attach yarn at center front and work in 
k1, p1 rib for 34-11% in / 2-3 cm and then work back and forth in stock- 
inette for about 2% in / 6 cm (knit on RS and purl on WS). Cut yarn. 


2 Fold the stockinette edge to the ribbed band with the wrong side 
facing out and sew it down. 


3 Twist or braid a cord in chosen color and thread it through the casing 
around the neck.

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CARDIGANS 


Cardigans can be knit in 
the round following the 
instructions for the swea- 
ters. The lower edge is 
worked back and forth on 
a circular needle and then 
the back and front are 
knit in the round up to 
the underarms. The slee- 
ves can be knit in the 
round up to the under- 
arm. After that, all the 
pieces are joined and the 
yoke is knit in the round 
over all the stitches. The 
front opening is then cut 
at the center front. The 
pieces can also be knit 
back and forth on a cifcu- 
lar to avoid cutting at the 
center front. In that case, 
add an edge stitch at each 
side—the edge sts are 
knit on all rows. 


The cast-on number 
depends on which button 
band you choose. Here 
are 3 options: 


Cardigan with Button/Buttonhole Bands Sewn On 

With smaller size circular, cast on 11 more stitches than specified for the 
body of a sweater pattern. 

Work around in k1, p1 rib for 34 in / 2 cm. Make a buttonhole, beginning 
on RS. 


Right side of cardigan (for girls/women): Work 3 sts (= k1, p1, k1), yo, 
k2tog, continue in pattern as set. 

Left side of cardigan (for boys/men): Work around until 4 sts remain on 
the round, yo, k2tog, complete round as set. 


Next rnd: Continue in rib pattern until it measures approx 1% (1%, 2, 2, 
2%, 2%, 2%, 234, 234, 3V%4) in / 4 (4, 5, 5, 6, 6, 6, 7, 7, 8) cm. 


Place the first 6 sts on a holder. Change to larger size circular. Work 
around in stockinette, increasing evenly spaced around (as specified in 
the pattern) until 6 sts remain. Place the last 6 sts on a holder. Join piece 
to work in the round and, on the next rnd, increase 1 st at the beginning 
and 1 st at the end of the next rnd (2 center sts for later cutting). Purl 
these 2 center sts on all rounds. Work in the round up to the underarms. 


Cardigan with Button/Buttonhole Bands Knitted On 

Straight Model (without a ribbed band) 

Cast on the number of stitches specified in the pattern, including the 
number of stitches increased following the ribbed band, + 1 st to balan 
the pattern. Do not join. Work in stockinette (or your choice of stitch pa 
tern, see page 39). Work back and forth in pattern for 2 in / 5 cm. Purl

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row on RS (for the foldline). Join piece to work in the round and continue 
in stockinette, at the same time adding 1 st at the beginning and 1 st at 
the end of the rnd (= 2 center or “steek” sts for later cutting). Purl these 


2 center sts on all rounds. Work in the round up to the underarms. 


Cardigan with Crocheted Button/Buttonhole Bands 


Cast on the number of stitches specified in the pattern and work the rib- 


bing back and forth. Now work around in stockinette, increasing evenly 


spaced around on the next round as indicated in the pattern, and adding 
1 stitch to balance the pattern. At the same time as joining the piece to 


work in the round, add 1 st at the beginning and 1 st at the end of the 
first rnd (= 2 center or “steek” sts for later cutting). Purl these 2 center 
sts on all rounds. Work in the round up to the underarms. 


Yoke 
The cardigan pieces are assembled on the circular as for a sweater, but, 
begin at the left front. 


Place all the pieces on the same 
circular as follows: With MC, p1, 
K21 (22) 237257 27,20, 29,302, 
33) on the body, place the next 8 
(8, 9, 8, 8, 9, 10, 11, 10, 11) sts on 
a holder, knit the 35 (38, 39, 41, 
44, 45, 46, 47, 52, 53) sts of first 
Sleeve, k43 (47, 49, 53, 55, 57, 59, 
61, 65, 67) sts of body, place the 
next 8 (8, 9, 8, 8, 9, 10, 11, 10, 11) 
sts on a holder, k35 (38, 39, 41, 44, 
45, 46, 47, 52, 53) sts of second 
sleeve, k21 (22, 23, 25, 27, 28, 29, 
30, 32, 33) on the body, pl =a 
total of 157 (169, 175, 187, 199, 
2O5R 21192172357 244) ists Wolk 
following the chart, decreasing as 
indicated on the chart. When 
stitches no longer fit around, 
change to a shorter circular. To 
reinforce center front before cut- 
ting open, machine-stitch 2 lines 
over the 2 center stitches and care- 
fully cut open between the 2 
Stitches. Reinforce the raw edges 
with zigzag stitching on both sides. 


Cardigan with Button/Buttonhole 
Bands Knitted On 


1 Beginning at the lower edge, on the right side of the cardigan, pick up 
and knit 2 sts for every 3 rows along the edge up to the neckline. 


2 Work 5 rows in stockinette for children’s sizes or 7 rows for adult sizes, 
making the buttonholes at the same time. Make the buttonholes for girls 
and women on the right side of the sweater and on the left side for boys 
and men. Purl 1 row for the foldline. Work 8 (10) more rows in stocki- 
nette and then bind off. Make the other band the same way, omitting 
buttonholes. 


3 Fold the band at the purl row and sew down on the WS, covering any 
raw edges. Sew on the buttons.

Chart—page 26. 
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Cardigan with Button/Buttonhole 
Bands Sewn On : 


1 After you have reinforced and cut open the center front, place the 6 sts 
of the right buttonhole band on a needle. CO 3 sts for the edge. Work in 
knit and purl as for the beginning of the band and then work the 3 sts 
that you just added in stockinette (knit on the RS and purl on the WS). 
Continue until the band, when slightly stretched, reaches the neckline. 
BO the 3 stockinette sts and place the remaining 6 sts on a holder. Work 
the left band the same way. 

Note: Don't forget to make the buttonholes on the correct side of the 
cardigan: on the left side for boys/men and on the right for girls/women. 


2 With RS facing, sew on the button/buttonhole bands. Make sure that 
the 3-stitch panel lies on the WS. 


3 Place the 6 sts of the button band on a circular. Work around the neck 
in ribbing (decrease x the number of stitches specified in the pattern), 
place the 6 sts of left band on the circular. Work back and forth in ribbing 
as set until neckband is desired length. 


4 Sew the 3-st panel of each buttonhole/button band on WS to cover 
raw edges.

2 Knit 3 together (= 1 st from the body, 1 st from the front of the pocket, 
and 1 st from the back of the pocket).

Increase 2 sts 
at the center of underarm, 1 time on Rnd 1 of Chart 2 and then on every 
5th rnd for sizes 5-10 years, on every 6th rnd for sizes 12 years-XL, 4 (6, 
8, 7, 10) times = 46 (50, 54, 58, 64) sts total. Place the last 4 (4, 5, 6, 6) 
sts and the first 4 (4, 5, 5, 5) sts of the round on a holder. Make the sec 
ond sleeve the same way. 


Yoke 

Join the sleeves and body as follows: Place the last 4 (5, 5, 6, 6) sts and 
the first 4 (4, 5, 5, 5) sts of the round from the body onto a holder. With 
color A and circular U.S. 10 / 6 mm, k38 (41, 44, 47, 53) sts of sleeve #1, 
k46 (51, 56, 61, 67) sts of the front, place the next 8 (9, 10, 10, 11, 11) 
from the body on a holder, k38 (41, 44, 47, 53) sts of sleeve #2, k46 (51, 
56, 61, 67) sts of the back = a total of 168 (184, 200, 216, 240) sts. 

Work Charts 4 A and 4 B, decreasing as indicated on the charts. Change 
to dpn when stitches no longer fit around circular. After completing chart- 
ed rows, 66 (72, 81, 87, 96) sts remain. 


Hood 

Begin at center front at the neck opening. Work back and forth, decreas- 
ing 7 (1, 0, 6, 15) sts on the first row. Work Chart 4 A, beginning on Row 
7 and working Rows 7-17 a total of 5 times for sizes 5-10 yrs, and a total 
of 6 times for sizes 12 years-XL. Work Chart 4 A, Rows 1-4. Divide the sts 
over 2 needles. Hold the needles parallel and, using a third needle, work 
three-needle bind-off (see page 8). 


Cables 

See Symbol Key for Chart 2—Cables 

Slash from right to left: Place the first 2 sts on a cable needle and hold in 
front of work, knit the next 2 sts and then knit the 2 sts on cable needle.

Work around in stockinette (knit all rounds) for 8 (8%, 834) in / 20 (21, 
22) cm. 

Top shaping: 

1st dec round: “K1, k2tog”; rep from * to * around = 40 (42, 44) sts 
remain. 

Knit 3 rounds without decreasing. 

2nd dec round: “K2tog"; rep from “ to * around = 20 (21, 22) sts remain. 
Knit 2 rounds without decreasing. 

3rd dec round: “K2tog"; rep from * to * around until 5 (6, 6) sts remain. 
Cut yarn and draw end through remaining 5 (6, 6) sts; pull tight. Weave 
in all ends neatly on WS. 
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Beanie 


The beanie is worked as for the basic hat but has an edge with a facing 
rather than a rolled edge. 


Begin as for basic hat and work 5 (5, 6) rnds in stockinette. Purl 1 round 
(foldline) and then continue in stockinette, following the pattern for the 
basic hat. Finish by folding around the edge at the purl round and sewing 
the facing down loosely on WS. Weave in all ends neatly on WS. 


Make a pompom and attach it securely where you like. 


Stocking Cap 


Sizes: 5-12 yrs (adult) 

Gauge: 13 sts and 18 rnds on needles U.S. 10 / 6 mm = 4 x 4 in / 
10 x 10 cm 

Yarn: CYCA #5, 100 g = 109 yd / 100 m 


Yarn amount: MC: 200 g; CC: 100 g 


The cap is knit in the round on U.S. 10 / 6 mm needles. 

CO 60 (66) sts; join, being careful not to twist cast-on row. 

Work around in stockinette (knit all rounds) for approx 2 (234) in / 
5 (7) cm and then turn work inside out. 


Continue in stockinette until piece measures 6 (6%) in / 15 (16) cm long 
from foldline. 


1st dec round: “K4, k2tog”; rep from * to “ around = 50 (55) sts remain. 
Work in stockinette for approx 4 (5%) in / 10 (14) cm without decreasing. 
2nd dec round: “K3, k2tog*; rep from * to “ around = 40 (44) sts remain. 
Work in stockinette for approx 4 (5%) in / 10 (14) cm without decreasing. 
3rd dec round: *K2, k2tog*; rep from * to “ around = 30 (33) sts remain. 
Work in stockinette for approx 4 (5%) in / 10 (14) cm without decreasing. 
Ath dec round: “K1, k2tog”; rep from * to “ around = 20 (22) sts remain. 
Work in stockinette for approx 3% (434) in / 8 (12) cm without decreasing. 
5th dec round: “K2tog’; rep from * to * around = 10 (11) sts remain. 

Knit 2 rounds in stockinette and then repeat Rnd 5 = 5 (6) sts remain. 

Cut yarn and pull end through remaining 5 (6) sts; pull tight. Turn cap 
under at the foldline and sew the facing down with loose sts on WS. 


Weave in all ends neatly on WS.

5th dec rnd: “K1, k2tog, k1 (2), k2tog, k1"; rep from * to * around = 30 (36) 
sts remain.

7th dec rnd: “K2tog™ around until approx 6 sts remain.

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Socks—Basic Pattern 


Sizes: 4-5 yrs (6-8 yrs, 10-12 yrs, women, men) 

Gauge: 13 sts and 18 rnds on needles U.S. 10 / 6 mm = 4 x 4 in / 
10 x 10 cm 

Yarn: CYCA #5, 100 g = 109 yd / 100 m 


Yarn amount: 100 g 


The socks shown in the photos are knitted with a heavy wool yarn. For 
more durable socks, you might want to choose a yarn that is a blend of 
wool and nylon which will be stronger. 

With dpn U.S. 10 / 6 mm, CO 28 (32, 36, 42, 46) sts and divide onto 4 
dpn; join, being careful not to twist cast-on row. 

Work in k1, p1 rib for 434 (5%, 6%, 8, 9%) in / 12 (14, 16, 20, 24) cm. 
Work 1 rnd in stockinette, decreasing with k2tog 4 (4, 4, 6, 6) times 
evenly spaced around = 24 (28, 32, 36, 40) sts. Continue in stockinette 
for 1% (1%, 2, 2%, 234) in / 3 (4, 5, 6, 7) cm. 


Heel 

Move the sts from needle 1 onto ndl 4 = 12 (14, 16, 18, 20) sts for the 
heel. Work the heel back and forth in stockinette. Always begin every 
row with slip 1 purlwise with yarn held behind. Work 10 (12, 14, 16, 18) 
rows so that there will 5 (6, 7, 8, 9) edge sts. End the stockinette so that 
you can begin decreasing for the heel on the WS. 


Row 1: P7 (8, 10, 11, 13), p2tog; turn. 

Row 2: SI 1 purlwise wyb, k2 (2, 4, 4, 6), ssk; turn. 

Row 3: SI 1 purlwise wyb, p2 (2, 4, 4, 6), p2tog; turn. 

Row 4: SI 1 purlwise wyb, k2 (2, 4, 4, 6), ssk; turn. 

Continue the same way until you’ve worked all the sts on both sides. 


Divide the heel sts onto 2 dpn. Pick up and knit 5 (6, 7, 8, 9) sts along 
each side of the heel flap and return to knitting in the round. Dec 1 st on 
each side of the heel at instep on every other rnd until 6 (7, 8, 9, 10) sts 
remain on each of the 4 dpn = 24 (28, 32, 36, 40) sts total. Continue 
around in stockinette until foot measures approx 3% (4%, 434, 5%, 5%) in 
/ 9 (11, 12, 13, 14) cm or to desired length. 


Toe 

Dpn 1 and 3: Knit until 3 sts remain on needle and k2tog, k1. 

Dpn 2 and 4: K1, ssk, knit to end of needle. 

Decrease for the toe on every other rnd 2 (2, 3, 3, 4) times and then on 
every rnd until 8 sts remain. Cut yarn and draw end through remaining 6 
sts; pull tight. Weave in all ends neatly on WS. 
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Mittens—Basic Pattern 


Sizes: 5-6 yrs (7-9 yrs, 10-12 yrs, women, men) 

Gauge: 13 sts and 18 rnds on needles U.S. 10 / 6 mm = 
4x 4in / 10x 10cm 

Yam: CYCA #5, 100 g = 109 yd / 100 m 


Yarn amount: 100 g 


1 Right Mitten 

With smaller size needles, CO 20 (20, 22, 24, 28) sts and divide over 4 
dpn; join, being careful not to twist cast-on row. Work in k1, p1 rib for 
approx 2 (2, 2%2, 234, 234) in / 5 (5, 6, 7, 7) cm. 

Change to larger dpn and stockinette. On the first rnd, inc 0 (2, 2, 4, 4) 
sts evenly spaced around = 20 (22, 24, 28, 32) sts. Place a marker 
between the first and last st of the rnd and between the 10th/11th 
(11th/12th, 12th/13th, 14th/15th, 16th/17th) sts and move markers up 
every rnd. Knit 9 (10, 11, 12, 12) rnds. 


2 Thumbhole 

Knit the first 4 (4, 5, 5, 6) sts of the rnd with smooth contrast color yarn. 
Move these sts back to the left needle and knit again with pattern yarn. 
Continue knitting in the round for approx 5% (5%, 6, 7, 8) in / 13 (14, 15, 
18, 20) cm from the end of the ribbing. 


3-4 Shaping the Top of the Mitten 

Rnd 1: “Slip the first st of the round, knit the next st and pass slipped st 
over (or work ssk). Knit across until 2 sts before marker and k2tog. 
Repeat from * between the markers on back of hand (= 4 decreases per 
round). 

Rnd 2: Knit around without decreasing. 

Repeat Rnds 1 and 2 until 4 (6, 4, 4, 4) sts remain. Cut yarn and draw 
end through remaining sts; pull tight. 


5 Thumb 

Remove the contrast color yarn from the thumbhole. Pick up and knit 10 
(10, 12, 12, 14) sts around the thumbhole. Knit 8 (9, 10, 12, 13) rnds. 
Next rnd: “K2tog, k1 (1, 2, 2, 3), k2tog”; repeat from * to * once more. 
Knit 1 rnd without decreasing. Next rnd: “K2tog, kO (0, 1, 0, 1), k2tog*; 
repeat from “ to “ once more. 

Next rnd: Sizes 5-6 and 7-9 yrs: “K1, k2tog. Sizes 10-12 yrs, women, men: 
“K2tog"; repeat from “ to “ around. Cut yarn and draw end through 
remaining sts; pull tight. 

Weave in all ends neatly on WS. 


Left Mitten 
Work as for right mitten but place the thumbhole on the left side of the 
palm as follows: Slip 1st marker to the right needle, work until 4 (4, 5, 5, 
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6) sts remain before next marker, knit 4 (4, 5, 5, 6) sts with a smooth 
contrast color yarn; place the sts back on the left needle and knit again 
with pattern yarn. Complete as for right mitten. 


Mittens with Doubled Cuffs 


Worked as for the basic mittens after the ribbed cuff. 


Casting on 

With U.S. 10 / 6 mm dpn, CO 20 (20, 22, 24, 28) sts. Work around in 
stockinette for approx 2 (2, 2%, 234, 234) in / 5 (5, 6, 7, 7) cm. Turn piece 
inside out and work in stockinette for approx 2 (2, 2%, 234, 234) in / 5 (5, 
B, 7, 7) cm. 


Decorative Cords 
Cut 3 equal-length strands of yarn (approx 80 in / 200 cm) long. Twist 
the strands together and cut cord in half. Tie a knot at each of the 4 


_ ends. Securely sew the center of each cord below the foldline before 


sewing down facing. 


Wrist Warmers 


Wrist warmers can be knit as for the basic mitten until the piece mea- 
sures approx 3% (3%, 4, 5%, 6) in / 8 (9, 10, 13, 15) cm from ribbed cuff. 
Top/finishing: 

Work 2 (2, 3, 4, 5) rnds in k1, p1 rib. BO. 

Thumb: Pick up and knit the appropriate number of sts and divide onto 4 
dpn. Work in k1, p1 rib for 3 (3, 4, 5, 6) rnds and then BO. Weave in ends 
neatly on WS. 


Mittens with Long Cuffs 


Work as for the basic mittens after the end of the ribbed cuff. 


Casting on: CO 20 (20, 22, 24, 28) sts and divide over 4 dpn; join, being 
careful not to twist cast-on row. Work around in stockinette for approx 
234 (234, 3%, 3%, 3%) in / 7 (7, 8, 9, 9) cm. Change color as desired. 
Work in k1, p1 rib for approx 2 (2, 2%, 234, 234) in /5 (5, 6, 7, 7) cm. 
Change to stockinette, increasing 0 (2, 2, 4, 4) sts evenly spaced on the 
first rnd = a total of 20 (22, 24, 28, 32) sts. 
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Flip-Top Mittens 


Work as for the basic mittens up to the 1st decrease after the thumbhole. 


1 Using a smooth contrast color yarn, knit the 10 (11, 12, 14) sts between | 
the markers. Move the sts back to the left needle and knit again with 
pattern yarn. Knit 2 more rounds in stockinette. 

2 Complete mitten with top shaping as for basic pattern. 

3 Remove the contrast color yarn and divide the sts onto 2 dpn. 

4 Lower needle: Work 2 rnds k1, p1 rib; purl 1 row and then Bo. E 
5 Upper needle: Work 4 (5, 6, 8) rows stockinette and then 2 rows k1, p1 
rib. BO. 
6 Sew the sides of the top part down over the lower section. Weave in 

all ends neatly on WS. 
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Bags 


The bags are knit in the round on U.S. size 10 / 6 mm needles. Knit your 
bag any size you like. 
Yarn amount: 100 g. 


The bags shown in the photos are worked as follows: 

CO 60 (120) sts and join, being careful not to twist the cast-on row. Knit 4 
(6) rnds in stockinette and then purl 1 rnd for the foldline. Continue in 
stockinette (working in a pattern if you like—the pattern is worked from 
the top down because the bag begins at the top edge). Work in stocki- 
nette for 7 (13%) in / 18 (34) cm. Now divide the sts evenly over 2 nee- 
dles. Hold the needles parallel and, using a third needle, join the bottom 
of the bag with three-needle bind-off (see page 8). 


Handles 

There are several ways to make the handles—here are three: 
1 Garter stitch handles 

2 Doubled edge (stockinette) 

3 Braided or twisted cords 


Sew the handles securely to the inside of the bag. If the bag is lined, 
sew on the handles after sewing in the lining. 


Garter Stitch 

CO 60 (120) sts. 

Work back and forth in garter st (knit all rows) for 2-2% in / 5-6 cm and 
then BO. Make another handle the same way. 


Doubled Edge (Stockinette) 

CO 60 (120) sts. 

Work 3 (4) rows back and forth in stockinette (knit on RS and purl on 
WS). Purl 1 row on RS (foldline). Knit 6 (8) rows, purl 1 row (foldline), 
work 3 (4) rows in stockinette. Fold the sides of the handle towards each 
other and seam. Make another handle the same way. 


Twisted Cord 
Cut 6 equal-length strands of yarn, approx 40 (80) in / 100 (200) cm long 


(use more or fewer strands depending on how thick or thin you want the 
cord). 
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Braided Cord 
Cut 12 equal-length strands of yarn = approx 30 (60) in / 75 (150) cm. 
Braid the strands with 3 groups of 4. 


Turn the bag inside out. Lay the bag on the lining fabric folded double. 
Cut out the lining around the bag, adding a *4 in / 2 cm seam allowance. 


If you want to make pockets for your bag, cut them out and sew them 
securely to the lining. Seam the lining along the sides and bottom. 


Turn the lining right side out and pull it over the bag with wrong side 
out. Fold the knitted facing over the lining and sew it down securely with 
fine stitches.

RAGLAN 
SHAPING 


Raglan shaping is a good 
choice for sweaters knit in 
the round, particularly 
when you want to make a 
sweater with some patter- 
ning but it is also effective 
for a single-color model. 
You knit the sweater as for 
any circularly-knit sweater 
up to the yoke. Instead of 
decreasing evenly spaced 
around the whole yoke, 
you decrease 8 sts on 
every other round, with the 
decreases falling on each 
side of the armhole all the 
way up to the neck. 


KNITTING 
WITH BEADS 


You can knit beads onto 
any garment and you can 
work them in with either 
circular or raglan shaping. 
Knitting beads on a gar- 
ment is fun and makes it 
even more special. 
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Model 8 How to— 


Raglan Shaping 


Follow the basic instructions for 
knitting in the round up to the 
yoke on pages 11 and 13. 


After placing the sleeve and body 
sts on the same needle, place a 
marker (a safety pin will work) 
around both the last st of the 
sleeve and the first st of the body 
at each of the intersections 
between sleeve and body = a total 
of 4 places marked. Knit 1 rnd. On 
the next rnd, decrease with ssk 
before the marker, k2 (knit these 2 
marked sts on all rnds), k2tog. 
Repeat the decreases at each 
marker = 8 sts decreased. Knit the 
next round without decreasing. 


Move the markers up on every 
round. Continue alternating a knit 
round with a decrease round until 
52 (56, 54, 58, 62) sts remain for 
child sizes. Dec 2 (6, 4, 6, 10) sts 
evenly spaced around on the next 
round. For adult sizes, decrease 
until 60 (58, 56, 66, 72) sts remain. 
On the next round, decrease 6 (4, 
0, 8, 12) sts evenly spaced around. 
Work the neckband.

How to—Knitting with Beads 


Loop the end of the yarn through a big-eye beading needle and string 
beads onto the yarn—40-50 beads should be enough. If you won't be 
knitting a section with the beads for a while, it is better to wait before 
stringing the beads. Just before you get to the place where you will knit 
in the beads, cut the yarn, string the beads, and splice the yarn. Begin 
the piece by casting on the number of stitches needed for the desired 
size of the garment/accessory. 


There are two ways to knit in the beads. You can work in garter stitch 
(with ridges on both sides of the fabric) or stockinette (knit on RS and 
purl on WS), in which case you need to place the beads on a purl row on 
the RS. The beads lie on the strand between two stitches. When deciding 
how many stitches you want between beads, take into account the total 
number of stitches. If you are following the basic instructions for the 
sweaters in this book, you'll find that all the models that are charted are 
based on a multiple of 6 stitches. That means that you could place a 
bead at every 6th st. 


Garter Stitch 

On garter stitch fabrics, the beads are knitted in on the wrong side. Bring 
up a bead so it lies behind the right needle, knit 1 and pull the yarn to 
tighten. Knit to the next place for a bead. 

Stockinette with a purl round 

In this case, the beads will sit on the front of the work. 

Purl and bring up a bead so it lies behind the right needle, purl 1 st and 
pull the yarn to tighten. Purl to the next place for a bead.

After 4 rnds 
stockinette with white, work 3 purl 
rounds with beads, placing a bead 
between every 6th st and 5 rounds 
between each bead row. The num- 
ber of beads per round depends on 
the garment size—for example, XS: 
a bead every 6th st for 204 sts = 
34 beads. 


Sleeves 

Work as for the turquoise model 
but use color A for the ribbing on 
sleeve cuff and white for the 
remainder of sleeve. After 4 rnds 
in stockinette with white (above 
ribbing), purl 2 rounds with 
beads—place a bead between 
every 6th st and work 5 rounds 
between each bead round. 


Yoke 

Work as for the basic pattern but 
work 5 purl and bead rounds (or 
more bead rows on larger sizes)— 
place a bead between every 6th 
st and work 5 rounds between 
each bead round. See the chart 
On page 68. 


White and Turquoise Cap 

See pattern on page 46. With turquoise, CO the specified number of sts 
and work in stockinette for 3% (4%) in / 8 (11) cm; change to white and 
follow the instructions up to 2 rnds after the last increase. Purl 1 rnd and 
knit in 23 (24) beads with 4 sts between each bead. Work in stockinette 
until piece measures 8 (10%) in / 20 (26) cm. Knit 1 rnd with turquoise, 
purl 1 rnd and then knit 1 rnd. Change to MC and continue following the 
pattern. 


Turquoise Cap 

See pattern on page 46. After the last increase round, work 3 purl rounds 
with beads, with 5 rnds stockinette between each bead round. Note: So 
that there will be an equal number of stitches between each bead, place 
the beads after every 7th st. 


Turquoise/White Bag 

CO 60 sts with MC. Work in stockinette until piece measures 7 in / 18 cm. 
Divide work into 2 sections, place the back (30 sts) on a holder. Work on 
the front only: Purl 1 row on RS (foldline), work 4 rows back and forth in 
stockinette and the bind off. Work the back in stockinette with color A, 
stringing on 18 beads before attaching yarn. Work 4 rows stockinette and 
then begin decreasing on both sides on RS row. Purl back and then 
decrease again. Continue decreasing at each side of every RS row. When 
6 sts remain, make a buttonhole and then decrease as set until 2 sts 
remain. The beads are worked into the pattern with 3 rows between 
each bead row—6 beads, 5 beads, 4 beads, 3 beads. The first bead row is 
worked when 24 sts remain: P2, bring up bead, p4, bring up bead, p4, 
bring up bead, p4, bring up bead, p4, bring up bead, p4, bring up bead, 
p2. Also see the description and chart for the bag on page 70. 


Make the handles for this bag by twisting together 5 strands of yarn. For 
other options, see page 54. If you plan on lining the bag, read page 55 
first. Sew on the handles securely before you sew in the lining. 


Turquoise Bag 

See instructions on pages 54 and 55. For this version of the bag, we knit- 
ted in 5 rows of beads on purl rows, with 5 sts between each bead. Work 
the first purl row with beads after the 6th rnd in stockinette and then 
work 6 nds stockinette after each bead row. 


See how to knit the doubled handles on page 54.

Gray Model 

Body: CO with MC, work ribbing at lower edge and then continue in 
stockinette with MC. 

Sleeves: CO with MC, work ribbing for cuff; change to light gray and con- 
tinue, following basic instructions, until sleeve is 8 (9%, 11, 1134, 13) in / 
20 (24, 28, 30, 33) cm long for child sizes and 14% (15, 15, 1534, 1534) in 
/ 36 (38, 38, 40, 40) cm for women and 16% (17, 17, 1734, 1734) in / 41 
(43, 43, 45, 45) cm for men. Change to MC. 


Pink Model 

Body: Work as for gray model. 

Sleeves: With MC and U.S. 10 / 6 mm dpn, CO the number of stitches fol- 
lowing the ribbing specified in the basic pattern (including the increased 
sts—for example, 5 years: 24 sts + 12 sts = 36 sts). Work in stockinette 
for 34-1% in / 2-3 cm. Change to U.S. 7 / 4.5 dpn and work 3-5 rnds k2, 
p2 ribbing. Change to U.S. 10 / 6 mm needles and stockinette. Increase 1 
st each at the beginning and end of the rnd on every 5th rnd for child 
sizes, every 6th rnd for women’s and every 7th rnd for men’s sizes (see 
basic instructions for number of times to increase for each size). Change 
to MC as for the gray model. 


Scarf 

Yarn amount: 200 g 

This scarf is worked in garter stitch (knit all rows). String the beads 
before you start knitting. For this scarf we used a total of 108 beads or 
54 beads at each end. With needles U.S. 10 / 6 mm, CO 160 sts (or 
desired number). Knit 2 rows and then work next row as follows: K3, 
“bring up bead, k6"; rep from * to * across until 6 beads have been knit- 
ted in. K94 (or until 33 sts remain), “bring up bead, k6*; rep from * to * 
until you've knitted in 6 beads and end k3. Knit back and then knit 1 
more ridge (1 ridge = 2 knit rows). Next row: “K6, bring up bead*; rep 
from * to * until you’ve knitted in 6 beads; k88 (or until 36 sts remain); 
“bring up bead, k6"; rep from * to “ until you’ve knitted in 6 beads, end 
with k6. Repeat the staggered bead row sequence until all the beads 
have been knitted in. End with 2 knit rows and then BO.

Hat with Earflaps 

See basic instructions on page 46. Make the earflaps. String the desired 
number of beads on the yarn before you start knitting the hat in the 
round. The hat pictured here used 4 yellow, 8 red, 12 blue, 12 yellow, 
and 12 red beads. Work 3 rounds in stockinette, purl 1 rnd, knitting in 
the beads with 5 sts between each bead. Work 5 rnds stockinette 
between each bead row and shape hat as in the basic pattern. 


Decorated Poncho 

See chart. If you want to knit in beads as shown in the photo, string the 
beads before you start knitting. You'll need 26 (28, 29, 31, 33, 34, 35, 36, 
39, 40) beads per row. Cast on the same number of stitches as when 
body and sleeves are joined: 5 yrs/156 sts, 7 yrs/168 sts, 9 yrs/174 sts, 
10 yrs/186 sts, 12 yrs/198 sts, XS/204 sts, $/210 sts, M/216 sts, L/234 
sts, XL/240 sts. Work a few rounds in ribbing or pattern of your choice for 
the lower edge. Knit in beads and shape as shown on the chart. 


Neckband 

Shape following instructions in the basic pattern on pages 11 and 13. 
Work in k2, p2 rib for 2-2% in / 5-6 cm or in desired pattern. BO and 
then weave in ends neatly on WS. 


Fringe 
Attach fringe evenly spaced around the lower edge. 


Muff 

Begin by stringing beads onto the yarn. We used 45 beads for this muff: 
5 yellow, 5 blue, 5 red, 5 yellow, 5 blue, 5 yellow, 5 red, 5 blue, and 5 
yellow. CO 30 sts. Work 5 rows in stockinette. “Purl the next row on RS, 
placing beads after every 4th st (begin row with p4 and place bead). 
Work 5 rows in stockinette. Repeat from * until all the beads have been 
used. End with 5 rows stockinette. BO, cut yarn, leaving tail long enough 
for seaming. Graft the 2 long sides with mattress stitch. Make a cord by 
twisting 5 strands of yarn together. 


Skirt 

With circular U.S. 10 / 6 mm, CO 5 yrs/99 sts (7 and 9 yrs/108 sts, 10 
and 12 yrs/117 sts, XS and $/126 sts, M and L/135 sts, XL/144 sts). Join, 
being careful not to twist cast-on row. Work around in stockinette for 
1¥2-2¥2 in / 4-6 cm. Purl 1 rnd (foldline). Next rnd: “K8, p1*; rep * to * 
around. Continue as set, with knit over knit and purl over purl until skirt 
is desired length. Purl 1 rnd for the foldline. Work in stockinette for 
1%-2% in / 4-6 cm. BO and weave in ends neatly on WS. Fold under the 
facing at lower edge and sew down on WS with loose stitches. Fold 
down the facing at the top and sew down with loose stitches, leaving an 
opening for the elastic. If you want to line the skirt, sew in the lining first 
and then fold the facing over the lining and sew down. Insert elastic 
band through the casing and complete seaming.

The length of the poncho depends on how many stitches you cast on. 

If you knit 
with U.S. 10 / 6 mm needles and have a gauge of 13 sts in 4 in / 10 cm, 
the width with 80 sts : 13 = 6.15 x 10 = 24% in / 61.5 cm. This will be 
the length from the neckline down to the wrist. The length of the poncho 
along the long side is determined by the size of the neck opening. 
Determine this length by measuring the short side against the long side 
and see how many lengths there should be for the desired size of the 


neck opening.

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FELTING 


Felting is one of the 
world’s oldest fiber 
processing techniques. In 
the Nordic countries, 
you'll find written sources 
about felted garments in 
the Icelandic sagas. In the 
past, felting was done by 
hand. It was heavy and 
time-consuming work, 
with soft soap and water. 
This method is still used 
today and | have heard 
some say felting is very 
therapeutic. | call the fel- 
ting method described 
here “cheating.” The gar- 
ments are knitted large 
and then felted in the 
washing machine. 
Nevertheless, the process 
is still very exciting. The 
garments are, as a rule, 
not recognizable after a 
round in the washer and 
they will be wonderfully 


Walm. 
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General Instructions 

Wash the garments to be felted in the machine with the water at about 
104°F / 40°C. Use a little soft soap or lvory—and pour the soap directly 
into the washer tub. The garments will shrink about 1% in / 4 cm per 4 
in / 10 cm in length and ¥% in / 1 cm per 4 in / 10 cm in width (this can 
vary from washer to washer). Set the machine to a full washing program 
without a pre-wash (and not on the wool program). If you want to felt 
only one garment, we recommend adding a hand towel or something 
similar so that the garment has something to “work against.” If the item 
is still too big after the first wash, wash it again at 140°F / 60°C. Stretch 
the garment to desired shape while it is still wet. 


Yarn for Felting 

For felting, | use 2 strands of Platu Lopi (unspun Icelandic pencil roving). 
Knitting with the 2 strands will be easier if you wind them together first. 
Pull up the innermost and outermost strands from the wheel and wind 
them together or use the innermost strands from two wheels to wind 
together. 


ifs 


Platu Lopi is a little tricky to knit 
with because it is unspun and can 
easily break. However, it is very 
easy to rejoin the ends. Overlap 
the ends by about 2 in / 5 cm and 
lightly roll them together between 
your palms. You can use the same 
technique to join on a new ball of 
yarn if the yarns are the same 
color. 


Another yarn | recommend is 
Garnstudio’s Eskimo which is 100% 
pure new wool that knits up at 10 
sts and 14 rows = 4 x 4 in / 10 x 
10 cm. The yardage of this yarn is 
50 g = 54 yd / 50 m (CYCA #5).

Rnd 1: SI 1, k1, psso (or ssk). Knit until 2 sts before marker and k2tog. Feited FI p-Top 
Repeat these decreases between the markers (= 4 decreases per round). ° 

Rnds 2-3: Knit 2 rnds without decreasing. Mittens 

Repeat Rnds 1-3 until 6 (6, 6, 8, 8) sts remain. Cut yarn and draw end 


through remaining sts. Work as for the basic mittens up to 
the 1st decrease rnd after the 
Thumb thumbhole. 


Remove the contrast color yarn from the thumbhole. Pick up and knit a 
total of 14 (14, 16, 16, 18) sts around the thumbhole. Work 14 (15, 16, 18, 1 Using a smooth contrast color 


20) rnds in stockinette. yarn, knit 13 (15, 17, 18, 20) sts 
1st dec rnd: K2tog around = 7 (7, 8, 8, 9) sts remain. between the markers. Move the 
Knit 2 rnds without decreasing. sts back on left needle and knit 
2nd dec rnd: K2tog around until 4 (4, 4, 4, 5) sts remain. again with pattern yarn. Knit 2

Left Mitten 

Work as for right mitten but place 
the thumbhole on the left side of 
the palm as follows: 

Knit across until 6 (6, 7, 7, 8) sts 
remain before the marker on the 
left side; knit 6 (6, 7, 7, 8) sts with 
smooth contrast color yarn, place 
these sts back on the left needle 
and knit again with pattern yarn. 
Finish as for right mitten. 
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Felted Bags 


Yarn amount: 100 g 

The bags are knitted on a circular 
needle U.S. size 10 / 6 mm. 

You can decide how big to make 
the bag. The bags shown here are 
worked as follows:

CO 80 (160) sts; join, being careful 
not to twist cast-on row. Work 
around in stockinette for 10% 
(16%) in / 26 (42) cm. Divide the 
sts evenly onto 2 needles. Hold the 
needles parallel and, using a third ams 
needle, work three-needle bind- — | J 
off. Alternately, you can bind off all 97) oe 
the stitches and then sew the bot- 
tom together. Weave in all ends 
neatly on WS. 


Handles 

These handles are knit in garter 
stitch. CO 80 (160) sts. Knit back 
and forth in garter st for approx 1% 
(2) in / 4 (5) cm. BO and weave in 
ends on WS. 

Sew the handles securely to the 
inside of the bag before it is felted. 


Embellishment 

For the bags shown here, we knit- 
ted 6 little patches in stockinette 
and then sewed a wooden button 
onto each patch. CO 5 (7) sts and 
work 5 (7) rows back and forth in 
stockinette. BO and weave in ends 
on WS.
